cul off uiiU German troops there isolated, Moscow 
dispatches reported flatly today, as Russian tanks 
to the south were placed by German broadcasts 
close to the border of Brandenburg, Prussian 
province of which Berlin is the capital. 


Front Moscow AP Correspondent Eddie Gilmore 


said Russians, having- isolated the German forces 
in East Prussia., were now starling- "the grim task 
of storming Konifrsbcrg- and Elbing, the two biggest 
centers of resistance left." A wide mopping: up 
operation in the German province was, reported' 
in progress, with Soviet columns still from 10 to 
15 miles from Konigsburg. 


Today's German communique said Russian tank 


formations had driven "farther to the -west and 
northwest on both sides' of Poznan." It reported 
bitter fighting' was in progress for Poznan, Byd- 
goszcz and Tcruii.

British Second Army troops cleared the entire 
west bank of the .Koer river for 40 airline miles 
from Holland to below Duren today, achieving- 
a strategic springboard for attacks against the 
induslria.1 Ruhr and the Rhineland. 


Flame-throwing infantry of the Ninth. Army 


advanced more than a mile in a limited night 
attack, capturing- Brachelen, 27 miles southwest 
of DusseWorf, and 97 Siegfried line pillboxes. The 
German surviviors withdrew completely to the 
east bank of the river. 


The Allies captured at least 23 villages. The 


British took six, the French five, and the American 
First, Third and Ninth the rest. 


Aggressive patrols found the Germans with- 


drawing. A great row of pillboxes along the Wurm 
river north of Brachelen fell without an artillery 
shot. 


The elaborate attack, plan prepared by the 13th. 


Corps, headed by Maj. Gen. A. C. Gillem, Jr., 
former commanding general of the U. S. Army 
Armored Command, was discarded in favor of 
quick infiltration. 


By late morning, the Ninth Army had not 


suffered a single casualty, Associated Press Cor- 
respondent Wes Gallagher reported. 
The Americans were surprised to find the pillboxes 


| abandoned. Even one or two men in each concrete 


and steel emplacement could have inflicted con- 
siderable casualties. The troops had to advance 
through fields of mines, 30,000 of them laid by, the 
Ninth Army itself. 


The advance was limited to clearing the American 


side of the river and did not involve large numbers 
of American troops. 


Report New Yank Drive 


At the opposite flank of the western front, the 


British Second Army quickened its gains under the 
Siegfried line guns hard by the Roer river, engulfed 
six villages and pulled up to the Wurm river on a 
front of more than two miles.

SAYS FOE MUST 
HOLD BRESLAU 
ON ODER RIVER 


By 0EW1TT MACKENZIE 


Associated Press War Analyst 
One of the hot spots of the mo- 


ment in the battle of Germany is 
the beleaguered Silesian industrial 
center of Breslau since the Hitler- 
ites' ability to make a strong stand 
on the Oder river line of defenses 
depends heavily on continued pos- 
session of this great city. 


Breslau, which sprawls 
astride 


the Oder, is the most important 
communications center of that_part 
of the Reich, and it's the key posi- 
tion—the anchor—in the right flank 
of the line upon which the Nazis are 
depending to halt the rush of the 
Red Army. It's fall would be a 
major disaster for the defenders. 
Word from Moscow is that all direct 
communications with the city have 
been cut, which would indicate that 
it has been virtually isolated.

This is their determination, of 
course, but they haven't paused in 
their rerteat for a big--scale fight. 


Headed For Home 


That's a highly significant point. 


We shouldn't overlook that in run- 
ning away the Hitlerites may have 
ensured their ability to fight another 
day. Had they tried to dispute the 
strong points hi the Polish plain 
with the mighty force which Russia 
•was hurling at them, they certainly 
would have courted disaster. The 
Red Army, flushed with victory and 
its own vast strength, would have 
torn them to ribbons. 


But the Germans didn't attempt 


in a big way to halt this onslaught. 
They headed for their home grounds 
and the result may be that they 
have arrived in fairly good shape 
—in any event much stronger than 
they would have been if they had 
tried to fight it out in Poland, 
thereby giving the Muscovites ex- 
actly the chance the Red command 
was looking for—to catch the Nazis 
in open battle and annihilate them. 


Then there's another aspect to 


this thought. Both sides undoubt- 
edly are breathing a bit hard after 
the long, swift charge across the 
winter bound fields of Poland. This 
is calculated to give the Nazis some 
advantage, since they are tumbling 
into their prepared line for defense, 
while the Russians may soon want 
to slow up for a slight breather, 
especially since their communica- 
tions are how greatly extended. 
However, only time will tell, for the 
stamina of the Red forces is one 
of the wonders of the war. 


Wants New Drive 


This naturally is the precise mo- 


ment when a heavy offensive by the 
western Allies would put a knife be- 
tween Hitler's ribs and turn it 
around. A mighty onslaught from 
the west, while the Germans are 
trying to get set on their eastern 
front, would be calculated to put 
unbearable pressure on them. 


Berlin, with a weather eye on 


this, says that General Eisenhower 
is preparing for a fresh assault and 
that the attack is imminent. Well 
we know that the Allied com- 
mander has been getting ready for 
an attack, and it could come soon 
judging by his activities. Both the 
British and the Americans on the 
northern flank of the Allied front 
have been improving their positions 
and getting set to launch an offen- 
sive. 


Whether Eisenhower chooses to 


start an all-out push in weather 
which vastly hampers the use of the 
air forces, there can be no doubt 
that he will keep up a steady and 
hard pressure against Nazi Marshal 
Von Rundsledt's line.

One of the hot spots of the mo­

their 
determination,

course, but they haven't paused in' 
their rerteat for a big-scnle fight 
(leaded For Home 
That s a highly significant point J 
We shouldn't overlook that in run­ 
ning away the Hitlerites may have 
ensured their ability to fight another 
day. 
Had they tried to dispute tire 
strong points in the Polish plain 
with the mighty force which Russia 
was hurling at them, they certainly 
would have courted disaster. Tile 
Red Army, flushed with victory and 
its own vast strength, WDuld have 
torn them to ribbons. 
But the Germans didn't attempt 
in a big way to halt this onslaught 
They headed for their home grounds 
and the result may be that they 
have arrived in fairly good shape 
—in any event much stronger thun 
they would have been if they had 
tried to fight it out in Poland, 
thereby giving the Muscovites ex­ 
actly the chance the Red command 
was looking for—to catch the Nazis 
in open battle and annihilate them 
Then there's another aspect to 
this thought. 
Both sides undoubt­ 
edly are breathing a bit hard atter 
the long, swift charge across the 
winter bound fields of Poland 
Thi; 
is calculated to give the Nazis some 
advantage, since they are tumbling 
into their prepared line for defense, 
while the Russians may soon want 
to slow up for a slight breather,

However, only time will tell, for the 
stamina of the Red forces is one 
of the wonders of the war. 
Wants New Drive 
This naturally is the precis* mo­ 
ment when a heavy offensive by Ute 
western Allies would put a kniie be­

A mighty onslaught from 
the west, while the Germans are 
trying to get set on their eastern 
front, would be calculated to put 
unbearable pressure on them. 
Berlin, with a weather eye on 
this, says Utat General Eisenhower 
is preparing for a fresh assault and 
that the attack is imminent. 
Well,

Allied 
com­ 
mander has been getting ready for 
an attack, and it could come soon, 
judging by his activities. 
Both the 
British and the Americans on the 
northern flank of the Allied front 
have been improving their positions 
and getting set to launch an offen­ 
sive. 
Whether Eisenhower chooses to 
start an all-out push in weather 
which vastly hampers the use of Hie 
air forces, there can be no doubt 
that he will keep up a steady and 
hard pre sure against Nazi Marshal 
V on Rundstedt’s line.

venturing is usually always happy. 
No cobwebs In his brain, nothing 
clogged there. Something stirring 
among those brain cells all the time.

I once read a statement of the 


late Dr. John H. Finley that he often 
adventured into the 
farthermost 


parts of the earth—right from his 
own library, through the pages of 
his books, by way of his imagina- 
tion.

Life, of course, is the greatest ad- 


venture, but to give it healthy flesh 
and blooa it must be nourished by 
thousands of little adventures.

However, as we ar*' lo­ 
cated some distance from strategic' 
targets, we are not bothered much 
with bombs. 
Our main reason for 
taking cover is to keep from being 
hit by pieces of antiaircraft shells 
which 
sometimes 
come 
whizzing 
through 
the trees. 
We generally 
si and out watching the antiaircraft 
fire until we hear it zipping through 
the

leaves, 
then 
everyone 
grabs a helmet and dives for a fox­ 
hole. 
Rigging Foxholes 
While on the subject of foxholes, 
permit me to explain the construc­ 
tion of this very important item. 
The occupants of each tent dig a 
hole from four to six feet in depth 
and large enough to accommodate , 
tour individuals, this hole being ju st' 
( outside the tent.

credit needs of farmers, the National 
Farm Loan and Production Credit 
associations for this area held their 
first annual joint banquet last Fri- 
day evening at Mrs. Smith's restau- 
Gettysburg with more than 100 
stockholders and guests in attend- 
ance. 


The farm loan groups that offer 


"the best short term credit in the 
world and long term loans that can 
be adjusted to meet needs of in- 
dividual farmers" presented sta- 
tistical reports showing marked in- 
creases in membership, loans, earn- 
ings and net worth during 1944. 


Roy H. Miller, Carlisle B. 2, presi- 


dent of the Carlisle Production 
Credit association which serves a 
four-county area including Adams, 
and C. Baker Bemhart, York, sec- 
retary-treasurer for the NFLA and 
the PCA, presided during the eve- 
ning and introduced more than a 
score of guests that included of- 
ficers and directors of both as- 
sociations, county farm organization 
leaders and visiting PCA and NFLA 
officials.

IN DESERT HEAT 


A means of repairing 
cracked 


cylinder blocks that Lt. Col. Wilbur 
L. Plank, returned district com- 
mander in the Etesian gulf com- 
mand, learned years ago as a youth 
at the H. and H. Machine shop In 
Gettysburg helped keep war supplies 
rolling over the tortuous motor 
transport route through Persia to 
the Russians, the officer disclosed 
Monday evening in telling members 
of the Gettysburg 'Lions club of 
many incidents in nearly two years 
spent in the Near East. 


The difficulties of transportation 


through the intense heat of the 
desert areas were described by 
Colonel Plank who said that one 
of the troubles was the frequent 
breaking of motor cylinder heads 
when fresh water was poured into 
the water system to replace the 
supply that had boiled away in 140 
degree heat. 


Pre-Heatiiijf Worked 


Many means of welding were tried 


without real success until the local 
officer persuaded the repair service 
to try a "pre-heating" method he 
had seen used in Gettysburg. It 
worked. 


Colonel Plank said that while 


lailroad transportation on the 147- 
mile line was complicated by the 
presence of 145 tunnels, difficult en- 
gineering problems also complicated 
the work of the supplementary motor 
transport 
route. 
Besides' regular 


maintenance the Yankees had to 
handle an average of 10 motor 
wrecks a day.

Apparently his outfit 
was pushed back into Belgium, 
where he was reported missing, dur- 
ing the quick_ thrust of the German 
offensive. 


A graduate- of Gettysburg high 


school with the class of 1941, Private 
Hess was attending Gettysburg col- 
lege when he enlisted In the Army 
reserve in December, 1942. He was- 
called to active duty in February, 
1943, and reported for duty at Port 
George G. Meade, Md. 


Then he was sent to Arkansas for 


traming- and later was transferred 
to the University of Arkansas where 
he studied in the Army -Student 
Training Program for nine months. 
When the Army discontinued the

A veteran of nearly two years' 


service in the strategic Persian Gulf 
Command, and for part of that time 
one of the area's district command- 
ing officers, Lt. Col. Wilbur , L. 
Plank, Gettysburg, now is spending 
a 21-day leave at Ills home. Mrs. 
Plank was formerly Miss Prances 
Tawney, of New Oxford. ' 


He flew back to the United States 


lost week by Army transport plane, 
making the seven to eight thousand 
mile trip-in 45 hours. When he went 
to Persia in March 1943 it took GO 
days by boat. 


Colonel Plank, a graduate of Get- 


tysburg college with the class of 
Id26 .where he studied electrical en- 
gineering, was the officer in cliarge 
of electrical work and 
electrical 


equipment passing through the Per- 
sian Gulf Command. The Com- 
mand was activated for the purpose 
of shipping supplies to Russia and 
for a long time was the main sup- 
ply route to the Soviet. 


Electrical Engineer 


Before his call- to active duty in 


August, 1942, Colonel Plank worked 
in electrical engineering with the 
Pennsylvania railroad. As he was 
a member of the Reserve Officers' 
Training Corps at the college, he 
graduated with a reserve commis- 
sion as a second lieutenant in the 
Infantry. 


When first called into active serv- 


ice, he was transferred to the quar- 
termasters where he served until 
about the middle of 1941 when he 
entered the Army Industrial College 
in Washington, D. C. He graduated 
from that school with the "Pearl 
Harbor class" in December, 1941. 


Still attached to the quartermas- 


ters corps, the colonel was placed in 
charge of the activation of a heavy 
maintenance battalion. After 
he 


completed that assignment he was 
transferred to the ordnance, his 
present branch of the service. 


Overseas In March, 1943 


During the fall and winter of 


1942-43, Colonel Plank and Ills unit 
held maneuvers in Tennessee, and 
in March. 1943, they sailed for the 
Near East. 


The first part of his tour in the 


Persian district was in the desert 
where temperatures in the summer 
frequently soared to 140 degrees 
with maximums of 160 degrees re- 
ported. 


"You've heard of lettUig the water 


run to get it hot." th« colonel said, 
"but out there, in the desert we'd 
have to let it stand to get cool 
enough for shaving. As the water 
came from the taps, unheated by 
anything but nature, it was scalding 
hot to the touch. We would have 
to draw off buckets or basins-full and 
let them stand for about an hour 
before the water was cool enough to 
use comfortably." 


Although a siesta from noon to 


two o'clock the regular fashion 
m that part of the country, Colonel 
Plank could not sit still that long 
during the day any time when there 
was work to be done. As a result 
he was. stricken by heat exhaustion 
and spent several weeks in the 
hospital.

Wliile at the hospital he met a

Some months before he was sent 


home, Colonel Plank was made 
commanding officer of his district 
and served in that capacity until 
lie was relieved for his leave to 
the States and reassignment. His 
present orders arc restricted and 
he does not know where he will be 


j assigned at the conclusion of his 
leave.

Colonel Plank sent home a number 


j of souvenirs during his stay 
in 


Persia. Included arc a number of 
pieces of heavy Persian silver, finely 
hand-worked. He sent buch Items 
as rings, brooches, bracelets, a tray, 
candlesticks, several bowls, napkin 
rings and a letter opener. Other 
.souvenirs included a Persian doll, a 


, bone letter opener, sea shells and 
line needle work. 


The food the men received in that 


sector was "good," Colonel Plank 
said, with the exception that very 
little fresh vegetables were served. 
The cooks were forbidden by the 
Army doctors from using native 
vegetables because of the unsanitary 
way in which they arc raised. 


Colonel Plank said he got his first 


fresh celery since leaving tlie States 
ac one of the stop-overs on the way 
home. "It certainly was wonderful," 
he smiled. 


"On the whole, life in the desert 


wasn't so bad," he said, "but just 
the same, I'm certainly glad to be 
back in this country. Tills is really 
wonderful."

Have No Certificate 


The document was entered at the 


office of Clerk of the Courts Mrs. 
Howard W. Sheffer after Christmas, 
but under the, present Pennsylvania 
law, as interpreted by the Superior 
Court, no marriage certificate can be 
issued in such cases. The court ruled 
last year that no marriage shall be 
valid and no certificate issued un- 
less both parties have undergone 
the blood test as prescribed by law 
and been issued a regular marriage 
license. 


Contract marriage by soldiers is 


at present the center of a nation- 
wide controversy. The Army has 
indicated that it will recognize the 
agreements in those states whose 
laws permit it and in such cases will 
make benefit payments to depend- 
ents. 


Status Is Unsettled 


A ruling made two/weeks ago by 


Assistant Comptroller General Frank 
G. Yates, however, refused the pay- 
ment of additional rental and sub- 
sistence allowances to an Army 
major from Pennsylvania who had 
entered into a contract marriage. 
Yates based his ruling on the opinion 
handed down by the Superior Court. 


Other rulings, and possibly legisla- 


tion by the state assembly, are es- 
'pected to clarify the issue in the 
near future. Until such decisions or 


i laws are made, however, the status 
of contract marriages remains un- 
settled. Warrant Officer Biesecker 
and Miss Wentz do not know 
whether or not they are legally mar- 
ried.

been wanted In the county for al- 
most 10 years of charges of jail 
break and the passing of bad checks __ 


Sentz, who was known under a 


number of aliases, including thosc'o 
D. E. Werte. B. B. Cole. D. E. Wanti 
and B. E. Hafer, escaped from the 
county jail August 1, 1935, where he 
was being held for sentence of five 
bad check charges. 


He had passed the 
fraudulent 


checks at various intervals' from 
1933 to 1935. when he was ariestcd 
on information filed by some of his 
victims. At hearings before several 
justices of the peace in the county, 
he had pleaded guilty to all the 
charges. He was awaiting sentence 
on the cases when he made his es- 
cape from the jail, Yake said. 


Indicted In 1935 


The information in the jail break 


was filed toy John C. Wible, who 
was then serving as sheriff. 
The 


August 1935 grand jury found true 
bills against Sentz on all of the 
check charges and the Jail break 
information. 


Sentz escaped to Maryland and 


in Baltimore in 1937 was sentenced 
to serve 10 years in the Maryland 
state penitentiary on a charge of 
false 
pretense. 
Adams 
county 


officials received word of his im- 
prisonment while he was serving 
his Maryland sentence and laid de- 
tainers against him with Maryland 
authorities. 


The defendant was brought to the 


couftty jail Wednesday night by 
Sheriff 
John E. Millhimes and 


Deputy Sheriff Blame E. Blxler who 
went to Westminster for him. 


Released Last Week 


Sentz was released from the Mary- 


land penitentiary last week after 
serving out his sentence, less time 
off for good behavior, and had been 
returned to the Carroll county jail 
to await action, on a detainer there. 
Carroll county court suspended sen- 
tence Wednesday and he was picked 
up from, there. 


The district attorney said Thurs- 


day he did not know what ac- 
tion would be taken in the ca.sc. 
Stntz can be held for trial in the 
April couit or else could plead guilty 
to the jail-breaking charge and 
come up for sentence on all of this 
indictments at the January sen- 
tence- court Saturday morning. 


The first indictment returned by 


the August 1935 grand jury against 
Sentz was lor a check lor $5.90, 
drawn on the Gettysburg National 
bank to "Edwin C. Roth" and signed 
by "C. E. Bender." It was endorsed 
by "R. E. Hafer" The second in- 
dictment was for $12.75 and made 
payable to D. E. Wantz by the 
"Byers Transfer Company, by Jacob 
F Byers, Manager." ScnU had en- 
dorsed the check and presented it 
to W. O. Shank, according to the 
information. It was drawn on the 
Nicodemus National bank of Hagers- 
lown.

The third check, which was in- 


cluded in the second information, 
was drawn on the Gettysburg Na- 
tional bank in favor of A. S Mills 
and was signed by "C. E. Bcnnei." 
It was for $9.50. 


The fourth in the list was payable 


to "D. E. Hall" for $3.50 and was 
drawn on the Peoples' Bank fit 
Steelton. by "Hartman's Dairy Farm, 
by C. F. Hartman, owner." Accord- 
ing to the information, Sentz gave 
the check to (Mrs. David E. Border.
